‘The promoter of the age of television was Jim Norris, who 
delivered the racket to the broadcasting companies. He 
flourished with his greedy cut and busted the ffght mob. 

It is not that Jacobs was o philanthropist. He was a 
stingy man and yet he was gererous. He would snarl at old 
fighters who tried to mooch @ ticket, but he would stake 
guys he respected when they. tapped themselves out with 
habits he abhorred. 

- ‘The mob knew when a fight was selling tickets. 
Success made Jacobs surly and unapproachable. “But he lost 
with dignity and he wouldn't weich on his obligations.

There has. never been a saint in any sport and Jacobs 
certainly wasn't one, But he knew that crooked fights were 
bad for bis business. They hooked him with some satched 
jobs, but not many, If the gossip suggested a fighter might 
be taking a dive, dacobs called the district attorney and 
told him what he knew.
